China Menaced 
By Red Troops 


Peiping-Tientsin 
Area 
In 
Chaos Due To Infiltra­ 
tion Of China Reds 


PEIPIN G , July 
2 4.—<INS>—The 
Peiping-Tientsin area, the heart of 
N orth China, is being menaced in ­ 
creasingly today by the persisting 
infiltration tactic# of the-C hinese 
Red army. 
Communists in strength roam the 
neighborhood of both cities. Road 
and rail connections are disrupted 
repeatedly. 
Trade is practically at a stand­ 
still, the cost of living soars, wages 
lag far behind, unem ploym ent and 
misery m ount, police and military 
controls are tightened. 
Peiping, with its beguiling 
»1- 
m osphere of age and culture, ap­ 
pears the less affected of the two 
cities. Commercial Tientsin, w ith its 
huge industrial 
investm ents, 
has 
the jitters. 
The m ilitary situation however, 
is not yet critical. N either T ient­ 
sin nor Peiping are on the verge 
of falling into Communist hands. 
There yet has been no Communist 
offensive against either city. Both 
are heavily garrisoned, w ith other 
defenses recently reinforced. 
The N ationalists now have the 


sole responsibility to protect the 
vital K ailan coal mines at Tang- 
shan, the greatest in China, as well 
as the ports of Tangku and Chin- 
w angtao and the connecting rail­ 
road to Tientsin. Except for a few 
hundred leathernecks left in T ient­ 
sin to settle last obligations, the 
U nited States M arines have been t 
transferred to Tsingtao or returned 
home. 
Red Activity 
This summer sees an upsurge ol 
Communist activity in this area. It 
is the season when men can travel 
light and far, live off the land and 
spend the nights comfortable in the 
open. The days are longer and the 
tall grain in the fields affords ex­ 
cellent concealment. 
The Communists are more num- j 
erous and better arm ed than last ; 
summer. They control more parts 
of Hopei Province than ever before. 
The 
Nationalists 
pulled 
m any 
troops from garrison duty in North ; 
China and sent them to M an ch u ria.! 
The areas thus w eakered were im ­ 
mediately entered by the Reds. 
As a result of fighting «1 various j 
neighboring localities, long columns 
of refugees trudge the roads lead- \ 
, ing to Peiping and Tientsin. These 
refugees say the Communists re­ 
quisitioned all foodstuffs they could 
find, forced farm ers to harvest all 
available crops, and conscripted the 
younger men into the Red army. 
As the country roads are filled 
with refugees so the 
streets 
of 
Peiping and Tientsin swarm w ith 
thousands of idle garrison soldiers. 
The N ationalists hug the towns, t he 
Communists control the countryside 
with its harvest. 
No apparent move is made to 
strike at the Reds in the field and 
to employ against them the mobile 
tactics 
they 
use 
so 
successfully 
against the government.

233 
Rehabilitated 
Placed In Employment In 
State During Month 
Of May 


HARRISBURG, July 24.—A total 
yi 233 rehabilitated Pennsylvanians 
were placed in employment in May 
by the Bureau of Rehabilitation* 
Murk M. Walter, director, announced 
today. 
This is the highest monthly record 
of employment of handicapped per­ 
sons ever achieved by the bureau in 
its history, W alter announced. 
W alter said the metropolitan area, 
served by the Philadelphia district 
oil ice of the bureau, produced the 
highest total of placements with 86; 
Wilkes-Barre was second with 44; 
Pittsburgh third with 30; Harris- 
burs fourth with 27; Reading had 
17. Erie 14. Altoona 12 and DuBois, 
the smallest office, placed 3. 
Increase Shown 
The totals for May showed a def- 
iinifce increase over previous months, 
and that the cumulative total of re­ 
ha b ilitate d residents of t he state was 
1,712 for the first 11 months of the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 1946. 
W alter .said that the cumulative 
Total may reach 2.500 by the time 
the reports are in lor the complete 
fiscal year which ended June 30, 
1947. 
Walter pointed out that all cases 
closed and marked “rehabilitated" 
do not necessarily involve placement 
in employment with large organiza­ 
tions and instiutions. He said there 
are other forms or rehabilitating 
Pennsylvania’s disabled people, such 


as the purchasing of equipment so 
th at an individual may operate his 
own business. This type oi rehabili­ 
tation is no; technically listed as 
employment on the reports. 
“For instance/' W alter said, “the 
bureau has purchased phovOgrapnic 
equipment to provide a man v i.l. 
his own photographic studio and 
laboratory following the necessary 
training in this field. It has pur­ 
chased office equipment for the op­ 
eration of a magazine subscription 
office. It has purchased electrical 
equipment for a man to open his 
electrical and radio sales and repair 
store."
